‘“‘Sir Eric told me at. the same time 
that the subject had not been~ men- 
tioned to him for two months by. the 
Premier, and that he had come to the 
conclusion absolutely on his own initie- 
tive.” 

The First Lord here interposed and 
said he thought that if the advice he 
gave was accepted by the Premier :t 
became the decision of the Government. 
He declared that from the day he ac- 
cepted office until Admiral Jellicoe left 
the Admiralty, no «suggestion had been 
made and no pressure had been put 
upon him to make any change at the 
Admiralty.’’ 

In reply to.a question today the First 
Lord. repeated his assertion of yester- 
day that one submarine was lost out of 
every four or five that started out from 
German ports. 

Praises the Navy’s Work. 

In the ‘course of his speech on the 
naval estimates yesterday Sir Eric said: 

‘*On the whole, naval warfare during 
the last year has procegded increasinzly 
in our favor. It has continued chiefly 
to test the. strength between the enemy 
submarine and the measures we and 
our allies have taken for. cémbatting 
that menace. There have been occasion- 
al interludes, such as the exit of. the 
Goeben and the Breslau and the recent 
raid by enemy destroyers on a, Dover 
patrol. Occasional raids on our con- 
voys and the English Coast are a 
natural: outcome.of the blockaded enemy 
trying to harass the blockading fleet. 

“The Dover raid ts, in a way, a sat- 
isfactory incident. It has been com- 
monly believed that the passage of sub- 
marines through the Strait of Dover 
has been prevented by nets and obstruc- 
tiens since the early days of the war. 
That. is not true, and undoubtedly a 
considerable number of - submarines 
passed through;' even toward the 
end of last year. A more vig- 
orous. policy was adopted recent- 
ly, and the surface barrier is now 
maintained day and night across the 
channel.”’ 

He said that 30 per cent. of the ship- 
ping losses occurred in the ,Mediter-

Joiners. of America, 
that refusal to grant his démands for 
special privileges _ might 
strikes in the shipyards employing 
woodworkers, failed to cause even 4 
flurry-today among officials of. the 


Emergency Fleet Corporation and the; 


representatives -of other. branches of 
organized labor, headed by. Samuel 
Gompers, who are standing -behind the 
Government, : 

’ It can be stated authoritatively that 
Mr. Hutcheson’'s demands will not be 
granted by the Fleet Corporation and 
that his present attitude will receive 
no support from the American Federa- 
tion of Labor as represented by Presi- 
dent Gompers and the National Presi- 
dents of the Metals Trade, all of whom 
at yesterday’s conferénce are reported 
to have expressed themselves as unal- 
terably opposed to his present actions in 
face of the emergency confronting the 
nation: : 

Mr. Hutcheson, it is stated, left the. 
meeting in a bad humor when. he found. 
that he was making no headway ‘in his 
efforts. to disrupt the - program which 
had been adopted by the Government 
and the other trades engaged in. ship- 
building ‘for the amicable rome se

President Wilson once declined to seé 
the head of the Carpenters’ Union until 
Hutcheson consented to become a.party 
to. the agreement entered into by the 
other unions, and there was nothing; to- 
day to indicate that the. President had 
receded from that attitude. Apparently. 
the doors of. the White House will -re- 
main closed to Hutchéson unless te 
meets Mr. Wilson’s terms. 

Opposed by Labor. Leaders. 

Investigation today brought out the 

fact that Mr. Gompers and the repre- 
sentatives of labor other than Hutcheé- 
son were solidly lined up against the 
demands and believed that organized 
labor had received many of its greatest 
benefits as a result of the - rulings 
which have been made by the Ship- 
building Labor Adjustment Board. They 
told Mr. Hutcheson at yesterday's con- 
ference that they were opposed to any 
effort on his part to embarrass the 
Government by ‘attempting to use the 
war emergency as a weapon ‘to force 
the principle of the closed shop. 
‘ It was represented to Hutcheson also 
that the Government had taken control 
of the dealings between Capital and 
labor in the shipbuilding industry to 
assure labor against exploitation by the 
formation of the Shipbuilding Labor 
Adjustment Board under authority 
granted by President Wilson and sub- 
scribed to by Mr. Gompers as President 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
Despite such arguments Mr. Hutcheson 
refused to give up his demands for 
special privilege. 

Government officials and representa- 
tives of laber were satisfied tonight 
that as a result of the circumstances 
surrounding Hutcheson’s refusal to join 
in the genera] agreement there was no 
danger of members of the Carpenters’ 
Union going on strike on even a small 
scale. ‘It was pointed out that Pres-. 
ident Wilson had promised the car- 
penters fair dealings and that they 
had been asked to stand behind. the 
nation at war by doing their utmost to 
aid the production of ships. 

Emphasis was laid on the fact that 
Mr. Hutcheson was _-not taking his 
stand as the cpponent of private capi- 
tal in refusing to sign the’ agreement 
but. as the opponent of the President, 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Gen- 
eral’ Manager of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, all acting solely as Gov- 
ernment agents, the. President. of the 
American Federation of Labor, and the 
Presidents of the other international 
unions involved.

WERE FINAL TERMS 


Those Laid Down - by Lloyd: 
George. on iit 5 Regarded as 


Liberal Representative Declares 
*Premier’s Utterances Have 
United All Parties at Home.

» The statement of-war aims made te 


the British “Tradé Union Conference. on 
Jan. 5. by David Lloyd George, which 
was in almost every point identical with 


that of President Wilson a few days 
later, was an irreducible minimum of 
British demands for the outcome of the 
war, which can be cut down only by 
the failure of the Allies to win 4 mili- 
tary victory or by thé collapse of the 
present British "Government-in favor of 
oné of more pacifist tendencies., 

THE New YorK Times is able to make 
this statement on the very best au- 
thority. The tendency which pacifists 
in Great Britain and the United States 
have professed to note among the lead- 
ers pf the Allies, of reducing their con- 
ditions of. peace. upon evéry new state- 
ment; has gone as far as it will go in 
thé case of Britain. under the Lloyd 
George Government; and professions of 
amiable intention by German ir Austro- 
Hungarian leaders will not suffice - to 
abate what the present Government of 
England regards as the necessary basis 
of a just peace. 

Lloyd George in his address of 
Jan. 5 said: ‘* We believe that before 
permanent peace can be hoped_for three 
conditions must be fulfilled: First, the 
sanctity of treaties must be reestab- 
lished; secondly, a territorial settlement 
must be secured, based on the right of 
self-determination or the consent of the 
governed ; and lastly, we must seek by 
‘the creation of some international or-+ 
ganization to limit the burden of arma- 
ments and diminish the probability of 
war."’ 

Territorial Adjustments, 

“In. amplifying the second of... these 
conditions Lioyd George laid. down 
the following scheme of specific ter- 
ritorial adjustments:

‘It 
agreed we should forthwith adopt and 
adapt to the Mediterranean the same 
measures which have given success in 
the waters. of the British Isles, ana the 
main anti-submarine operations decided 
on will be undertaken under Vice Ad- 
miral Calthorpe’s orders.”’ 


New Anti-Submarine Devices. 


After discussing ship production and 
the inroads made upon the submarines 
in recent months, he continued: 

“The efforts of the British Navy. and 
the navies of its allies are being steadily 
developed and a large program of anti- 
submarine craft and devices is being 
pushed forward, although the lag in the 
mercantile shipbuilding is reflected here 
also. Nevertheless we and our allies 
‘are now able to devote more resources 
to the Mediterranean, which in the past 
has been regarded by submarine com- 
manders as a rest cure and happy hunt- 
ing grovnd. The convoy system has 
been greatly developed and is a real 
success. Since it was adopted 35,000 
ships have been convoyed with very low 
losses. Additional protection is afford- 
ed by the fact that the ships in convoys 
closely follow the Admiralty instruc- 
tions.. 

‘“‘On many occasions the enemy has 
been assisted by negligence. Wnless the 
ship is completely darkened in accord- 
ance with the Admiralty orders, night 
is no help against the submarine. In 
fact, the slightest visible light is an ex- 
cellent target. We know this not only 
from unfortunate sinkings, but from the 
reports of our own ‘submarine com- 
manders and coast watchers who have 
observed unconvoyed ships. I appéal to 
the shipowners and shipmasters to heed 
three points: First, obey instructions; 
second, keep a good lookout; third, thor- 
oughly darken the ship. 

‘One result of the convoy system has 
been to drive the enemy closer to the 
shore, thus rendering the open sea safer 
for navigation. During the first months 
of the unrestricted submarine war 50 
per cént. of the losses occurred more 
than fifty miles from land and only 
21 per cent. within ten miles of the 
shore. Today, the losses outside the 
fifty-mile line have fallen to 1 per cent., 
while the losses close to land have 
risen to 61 per cent. 

“This transfer of attacks nearer the 
coast gives increasing opportunities for 
attacking the enemy by patrolling. sur- 
face craft and airplanes, and enables 
us tO save many vessels which wuold 
otherwise have been lost. The improved 
salvage arrangements have made tre- 
mendous demands on labor and mate- 
rial. Repairs are today occupying more 
men than new mercantile construction. 

“The salving is so efficient that of 
all- British armed ships damaged last 
year only eight were abandoned.”’ <>

KAISER AGAIN CLAIMS" 
CO-OPERATION OF GOD 


Emphasizes Victory of Sword in 
Messages to Hindenburg and 
German Ralers. 


AMSTERDAM, March 6. — Emperor 
William has telegraphed a message of 
congratulation to Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg .on the ‘glorious con- 
clusion "’ of the war on the eastern front. 
The telegram, as quoted in a Berlin 
dispatch, says further: 

\ Now the costly prize of victory in the 
long struggle is in our hands. Our 

Baltic brethren and countrymen are 
liberated from Russia’s yoke, and may 
again feel themselves Germans. God 
was with us, and will continue to aid 
us. 

In a telegram to Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria, the Austro-German Commander 
in Chief on the eastern front, the Em- 
peror congratulates him that after three 
and a half years of struggle the German 
armies have called a halt to the ‘‘ Rus- 
sian Army which, with an overwhelming 
superiority of numbers, threatened our 
country.’’ In alluding especially to 
Prince Leéopold’s troops, the Emperor 
said: 

In irresistible matches over bad 
roads in ice and snow they did their 
utmost. The victorious march in the 
last fortnight will remain a glorious 

page in the history of the German 
Army. 

The Emperor’s telegram of congratu- 
lation to King Frederick August of Sax- 
ony in the same connection reads: _ 

I feel the greatest gratitude toward 
God and the army which has extorted 
this peace. The cast front now having 
become free, we have made an enor- 
mous step forward. Firmly trusting 
in the sword, I face a future which 
will, after all heavy sacrifices, bring 
us victory and a strong peace.

SEES PERIL IF JAPAN ACTS. 


Samuel Untermyer Fears it Would 
Swing Russia to Germany. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PALM BEACH, Fila., March 6.—Sam- 
uel Untermyer, interviewed today con- 
cerning his opinion as to the advisabil- 
ity of consent by the Allied Powers, 
and especially -by the United States, to 
Japan’s invasion of Russian territory in 
Siberia, said: * 

‘‘The problem is one of the utmost 
perplexity, but on the whole, from the 
facts that have thus far been made 
available to’ us at this distance from 
Washington, where the news is about 
three cays delayed, I would regard the 
interposition of Japan in Russia at this 
time either alone or in conjuriction with 
the United States or our allies, against 
the protest of the existing Government, 
such as it is, or without its express 
assent, as a mistake and misfortune of 
the first order to the allied cause, and 
as tending to greatly prolong the war 
by introducing a new and dangerous 
element that may be thereby arrayed 
against us. 

‘“‘It.is impossible to foretell the ulti- 
mate consequences of such a step. If 
it/should result in a conflict between 
Japanese and Russian arms consequent 
upon action that has been undertaken 
by our ally with our conSent and to 
preserve our property we may find our- 
selves precipitated into & war with 
Russia. 

“‘The enforcement and maintenance 
of domestic peace and the upbuilding 
of prosperity in Russia, at least during 
the continuance of the present war, are 
largely dependent upon the good will 
and aid of Germany, at whose feet she 
lies prostrate. There is just one situa- 
tion that may be made potent to arouse 
etricken and famine-ridden Russia to 
struggle to her feet and take up-arms, 
and that is the cry that Japan has in- 
.vaded her country. In the hands of our 
crafty and desperate foe one: shudders 
to think what use may be made of that

Geddes maintains that 
the official figures ate exaggerated, and 
that the German Admiralty always adds 
a few thousand tons to keep up the 
level. They evidently do not yet know 
in Efigiland that the absolute correct- 
ness of the statements contained in a 
repert is a point of honor with a Ger- 
man officer, and equally so with the 
Admiralty, staff. Every German will 
readily understand that from the’ way 
in which the English reports are pré- 
sented.

“A false statement which frequently 
recurs, and one which has been often 
refuted by us, is that concerning the 
‘strikes atid mutinies’ on board our 


submarines.’ In conclusion ‘the First 
Lord criticises the military achieve- 


ments of our submarines by saying that 
‘timorousness, reluctance, and gener- 
ally lowered efficiency is evident.’ So 
far as we know our submarines are Go- 
ing their work below water, and are 
therefore beyond the observance of Eng- 
lish critics.

** Whenever a recommendation for the 
award of the Medal of Honor is approved 
by cable, and wherever a report is re- 
ceived announcing the award of the 
Distinguished Service Cross by the com-

Two or thrée lights 
fell right in the middle of one party 
and made a white glare over the men, 
80 that the officers cursed beneath their 
breath and expected the worst; but 
the enemy did not see them, and nothing 
happened until. at nearly midnight a 
bombardment started. 


Used Football Tactics. 


“It was a barrage of perfect ac- 
curacy, better than at Messines,’”’ said 
one of the officers, ‘“and the men were 
astoundingly close to it, but did not get 
kurt. Then they made their dash in 
small groups, the members of. which 
knew exactly what points they had to 
reach, all working together.like a pro- 
fessional football team, with centres, 
forwards and half backs covering the 
field of attack, insuring. clean flanks, 
securing blocks in the enemy’s support 
trench to prevent the enemy coming up 
and working down the communication 
trench from the-front line to the support 
and going straight to the strong points 
to knock out the machine guns. 

**As soon as the dash ‘was. made 
rockets went up from the. German lines, 
and eyerything was bathed in white 
light. That front’ trench was entéred, 
and at a strong point on the right there 
‘was ‘a sharp fight for a machine gun. 
The enemy here got on the parapet, 
and .as the aAustralians drew near 
hurled bombs at them. The Aus-

traiians answered with bombs and rifle |. 


fire and captured a strong: point with 
its machine gun and blew up the dug- 
outs. 

.They cleaned up the front line and 
came across several dead and- one live

Blowing Up a Dugout. 

Other parties worked up the communi- 
cation trench and came across a dug- 
out inhabited by the enemy. ‘' Come 
out of it!’’ they shouted; but the 
enemy would not not come out. An 
explosive charge was put down the en- 
trance, and now they will never come 
out. 

Here and there the mopping-up men 
met. with resistance, but it was easily 
overpowered. In one dugout they found 
quartermaster’s stores,’ and in a sup- 
port line two machine guns, which they 
took back with them. 

Small parties of the enemy defended 
themselves with bombs, but none of the 
Australians was hit, while about fifty 
Germans were killed, and an officer and 


six men elsewhere. The officer wore an 
Iron Cross, but was in extreme fear— 
and small blame to him. All the trenches 
were in a bad state and showed no 
signs of recent work. 

In another Austrailan raid which was 
carried out further north, the men had 
te work around a crater full of water in 
@ road which led up to the German 
line. South «f this road the ground was 
very sloppy and the going slow,-: but 
there was no machine gun fire against 
them, and they found only two men 
alive in this sector, both of them half 
mad with fear. They were brought back 
as prisoners, ‘and the Australians re- 
turned after a thorough search with- 
cut'a casualty. .

_ GERMAN DRIVE NOW 





Maurice Thinks Preparations Are| 


Practically Complete — Foe 
Not Numerically Superior. 


. LODNON, March 6.—There is nothing 
to ._prevent the Germans from launch- 
ing a big attack on the west front, ac- 
cording to Geyeral F. B. Maurice, Chief 
Director of Military Operations at the 
War Office. In his weekly talk with 
The Associated Press today he said that 
the enemy was still adding to the num- 
ber of his divisions, now having six- 
teen divisions more than the Allies; but 
this, he said,-did not mean that the 


Germans were in superior strength, as 
the allied divisions were numerically

General Maurice said that the Entente 
forces still held the superiority in rifles, 
guns, and aircraft, but that this supe- 
Yriority was diminishing. 2 

“*Il have said heretofore that a Ger- 
man offensive was not immediately like- 
ly, use the Germans required time 
to prepare new troops,” said General 
Maurice, ‘“‘ but these major preparations 
are now more or less complete, and the 
enemy ‘can attack whenever he com- 
pletes his local preparations. 

“‘It is now to these local preparations 
that we must look for indications of an 
approaching. attack. These indications 
are not always easy to gauge. We have 
now reached a stage when you cannot 
prophesy. If the enemy wishes to at- 
tack there is nothing to prevent.” 


BRITISH AGAIN VICTORS 
_ IN TRENCH RAIDING 


Capture Prisoners and Machine 
Guns—One Party Kills 
Forty Germans. 


LONDON, March 6.—Raids by British 
troops along the Arras and Somme 
fronts resulted in the capture of Ger- 
man prisoners and three machine guns, 
according to the noon report from thé 
War Office, which says: 

English troops raided the enemy’s 
trenches early this morning east of 
Bullecourt and captured a few pris- 
oners and two machine guns. Our 
casualties were slight. 

Successful rai@S also were carried 
out by our troops last night north 
of the and in the neighborhood 
of Lens. utheast of Gauzeaucourt 
a hostile raiding party was repulsed. 
Additional prisoners and a machine 
gun were taken by us as a result of 
these encounters. 

Field Marshal Haig’s official state- 
ment issued last night reads: 

In the raid last night (Monday) at 
Warneton strong resistance was en- 
countered and at least forty of the 
ene were killed. Our troops, never- 
theless, reached the second German 
line and repulsed two counterattacks, 
with further loss to the enemy. Our 
own casualties were light. 

During the night the enemy raided 
two of our posts, one south of St. 
Quentin and the other southeast of 
Epehy. Four of our men are missing. 
- Today the enemy’s artille has 
shown some activity at different 
points between mre, egy and the 
Scarpe River. Hostile working par-

BERLIN, March 6, (via London.)— 
Following is today’s official report from 
the Franco-Belgian front:

GLASSES FROM KAISER 
TO SPY ON SUBMARINES 


Gift Presented to M. L. Dexter’s 
Father Is. Offered for the 
American Navy’s Use.

WASHINGTON, March 6—A costly 
telescope, given to an American by a 
German Emperor, probably Wilhelm L., 
will be used soon by officers of the 
American’ Navy to spy out German sub- 
marines. It has been lent to the Navy 
Department, along with a pair of bi- 
noculars and a sextant, by M. L. Dex- 
ter of Savannah, Ga., in response to 
the navy’s appeal for glasses for naval 
watch officers. 

The telescope was presented to Mr. 
Dexter’s father, >the late Captain Levy 
Dexter, for many years master of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s 
steamer City of Para. The rosewood 
case in’ which the telescope is inclosed 
bears this inscription: 

‘* We, Withelm, by God’s grace Ger- 
man Emperor, King of Prussia, freely 
present ‘to Ship’s Captain Levy Dexter 
for the’ many esteemed services rend- 


ered the German Empire, this ac- 
knowledgment.”’

RAID MADE ON OFFICE HERE 





Wealthy Retired Soldier Said to 
Have Got Commissions on 
' Auto Contracts. 





' Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March. 6.—Frank J. 
Goldsoll, a naturalized citizen-of France, 
was arrested ‘here today by officers of 
the Department of Justice at the in- 
stance of Henry A. Bergeron, counsellor 
of the French Embassy, charged with 
having exacted commissions on auto- 
mobile orders for the French Govern- 
ment. He was taken before United 
States Commissioner Isaac R. Hitt and 
held over for examination on March 20. 
Goldsoll was represented before the 
Commissioner by W. J. Lambert and J. 
J. Darlington of this city, and John B. 
Stanchfield of New York. A vigorous 
effort was made by them to obtain for 
him the privilege of remaining at the 
Willard Hotel under custody of a Dep- 
uty Marshal. This, however, United 
States Attorney Laskey declined to-per- 
mit, and Marshal Splain ordered that 
the prisoner be locked up in the district 

jail, where he is tonight. : 
Goldsoll had just returned from Palm 
Beach, where he had been taking a rest 
for several weeks. He was formerly a 
private in the French Army and_ be- 
oe nase = re from mili- 
tary duty and assigne Oo service as 
secretary, and interpreter with the 
French mission in the United States. 
He had been employed to visit various 
automobile manufacturers in this coun- 
and place ‘eontracts for a large 
number 
trucks designed for military service. 


Millions Said to be Involved. 
The extent of Goldsoll’s alleged oper- 
ations was not disclosed in the proceed- 
ings before Commissiuner Hitt. Mcm- 
bers of the French Embassy said that 


the aggregate of the purchases of au- 
Soomatetin made through his activities 
reached into millions, and that it was 
conceivable he d made way with 
from $3,000,000 to even $6,000,000. The 
embassy is not in possession of all the 
evidence in the case, which is now on 
the: way from France. 

Counselor Bergeron and M. Heilman, 
an attaché of the French Embassy, ap- 
peared before Commissioner Hitt. 
papers presented by the counselor stated 
that Goldsoll had been indicted in 
France, and the Commissioner was peti- 
tioned to issue a temporary mittimus to 
oa the prisoner for extradition pro- 
c ngs. 

ldsoll preserved a quiet demeanor 
during the proceedings, which -were 
brief. He was dressed today in fashion- 
able clothing:and had every aspect of a 
man who had a very pale amount of 
money to spend. -He spoke very good 
English, and in a conference between his 
lawyers entered into conversation with 
Commissioner Hitt, in which he criti- 
cised the drastic character of our laws. 

In appearance Goldsoll is a handsome, 
athletic man, above medium height, 
with clear cut, strong features, a smooth 
face, light: brown hair, and keen black 
eyes. he investigation of his opera- 
tions in connection with the purchase of 
motor cars and trucks has been under 
way for two months. High officials in 
France also have been under surveil- 
lance and it was through evidence ob- 
tained against them, partly from their 
eaperes that the case here was made 
ou 


The. evidence in’ the hands of the 
French Government, according to state- 
ments by members of the French Em- 
bassy, would indicate that Goldsoll ex- 
acted commisstons of from 5 to 30 per 
cent. from manufacturers or agents and 
that he held a considerable part of the 
money in trust for alleged accomplices 
in France.- He is said to have bought a 
large amount of Liberty bonds and sold 
them again below par. 


Contracts in United States. 


The Department of Justice is continu- 
ing the investigation of the case ‘o 
work out the responsibility of the firms 
in this country which sold motor cars 
and trucks to the French Government. 
Several of these firms have large con- 
tracts with the United States Govern- 
ment, and the allegation that they paid 
large sums to Goldsoll has aroused sus- 
picion as to other transactions. 

There appears to be no United States 
statute under which American firms 
could be prosecuted for influencing for- 
eign officials or agents in awarding 
contracts for war supplies. The vast 
amount of legislation enacted since the 
United States entered the war is being 
searched at the Department of Justice 
in the hope of finding some passage 
that would fit the present case. 

Goldsoll’s lawyers are expected to in- 
stitute habeas us proceedings to- 
morrow to obtain his release. They 
hope to be able to get him out on bail 
before Sunday at ‘the latest. The re- 
fusal of District Attorney Laskey to 
allow Goldsoll to stay tonight at the 
Willard Hotel was a surprise and dis- 
appointment to his lawyers. In view 
of the fact that the proceedings: were 
simply for extradition they did not 
think Mr. Laskey should deal with the 
man so severely.. An appeal was made 
to Commissioner Hitt to show clemency, 
but he declined to take any responsi- 
bility and said that he should simply 
adhere to the law, which required t 
the prisoner should be committed to 
ail. . 4 
: Marshal Splain refused to allow Gold‘ 
soll to stay at the hotel on the groun 
that there was no such practice now 
and to make a precedent would Jead tu 
trouble in the future and would pos- 
sibly require too many Deputy Mar- 
shals: to be detailed on special duty. 
Goldsoll had been living at the Pow- 
hatan Hotel. ' 

The prtsoner declined to comment on 
the case, but his counsel talked freely, 
asserting that his arrest was due to 
political antagonism. They said that 
the French ministry looked with dis- 
favor on Goldsoll’s close affiliations 
with Albert Thomas, former Minister 
of Munitions, and that Thomas was the 
real objective of the prosecution.

RAID ON OFFICES HERE. 


State Attorney General Acts at Re- 
‘ quest of; Embassy. 

On the heels of the information from 
Washington yesterday that Frank J, 
Goldsoll had been arrested there to be 
held for extradition at the request of 
the French Government, Alfred L, 
Becker, Deputy Attorney General of 
New York, ordered a raid on the offices 
of the Alliance Motors Corporation at 
8 West Fortieth Street, a concern in 
which he said Goldsoll was the main 
figure. A moving van and a taxicab 


had to be employed to convey, the docu- 
ments, books, and papers from the of- 
figes of the corporation to the State 
Attorney General’s offices here at’ 299 
Broadway. 

At the outset of the war Goldsoll in- 
terested himself in supplying’ automo- 
biles and trucks to the French Govern- 
ment. He was agent for some of the 
best automobile companies in America 
and Italy. In August, 1915, the Goldsoll 
Traders Corporation was formed and all 
contracts owned by Goldsoll were as- 
1 hen he be- 
eame connected with the French Pur- 
chasing Commission the name of the 
company. was changed to the Alliance 
Motors Corporation. 

Goldsoll’s name does not appear as an 
officer ofthe Alliance Motors Corpora- 
tion. His uncle, Abraham _ Goldberg, 
is the President, Charles Ettinger, Vice 
President, and Louis J. Rossett, Sec- 
retary. The only two persons who were 
in the offices. yeste y, a porter and 
a stanegen ser. “were subpoenaed . to 
appear for examination. 

Mr. Becker said that two months ago 
the French Ambassador, M. Jusserand, 
had requested the New York Attorney 
General to investigate the allegations 
that Goldsoell was getting millions of 
dollars in commissions on automobile 
contracts for the French and Russian 
Governments. 

‘““The Attorney General is not prose- 
cuting Goldsoll. Our office has abso- 
lutely no charge against him,’’ Mr. 
Becker explained. ‘‘ What we have 
been conducting is merely a judicial 
examination-into his affairs“at the re- 
quest of Ambassador. Jusserand. The 
examination has been under way for 
two months, and most of the evidence 
which we have obtained has already 
been forwarded to France.” 

From facts which officials have gath- 
ered concerning Goldsoll’s activity in 
this country, it appears that he came 
here in September, 1915, as Secretary 
and interpreter to the French Purchas- 
ing Commission. ‘He was appointed to 
the place by the French Minister of 
Munitions, Albert Thomas, after he had 
told M. Thomas that he would be able 
to save the French Government a- great 
deal of money in the purchase of trucks 
and motor supplies. Before coming here 
with the commission, Goldsoll, who was 
then known as Godsol, served in the 
French Army and had been chauffeur 
for General Faurier. In November, 
1916, he was recalled to France to re- 
join the army, and he served until early 
in 1917, when he was invalided out and 
ree. ene gag : 

soll’s explanation of his commis-

Mr. Becker said that notwithstanding 
certain members of the French Com- 
mission here were inclined to be sus- 
picious of Goldsoll, the interpreter main- 
tained intimate connections with offi- 
cials in Paris who had power in plac- 
ing automobile contracts. 

“The evidence collected here,’’ Mr. 
Becker continued, ‘‘ indicates that Goid- 
soll was in receipt of commissions rang- 
ing from 744_to 30 per cent. from five 
different, automobile concerns. The 
laws of nce forbid the collection of 
commissions by Governmental officials 
in ormance of their duties, and 
this provision, it is believed here, will 
be the basis of the charges Goldsoll will 
have ‘to face should-he be returned to 
tFrance.’’ 


d|*.Frank Joseph Goldsoll was born in 


Cleveland in 4 of Russian parents. 
He went to Europe in 1899 and became 
va, naturalized Frenchman in 1911. Pre- 
vious to that time he had crossed the 
Atlantic many times and was engaged 
in business enterprises in nearly every 
country in Europe. At one time he ran 
a chain of theatres in Germany. He 
also had stores all over the world for 
the sale of imitation jewelry. Goldsoll 
is Vice President and a 
rector of M. Tecla & Co. of 

Avenue, manufacturers of synthetic 


pearls. 

Goldsoll,. according to Mr. Becker, 
purchased $3,000,000 worth of Libert 
Bonds and. got rid of . $2,000,000 wo 
soon after eir delivery, selling them 
at the rate of $100,000 each day. e 
was also a contributor to Mayor Mitch- 
el’s campaign, giving $5,000 to the Fu- 
sion funds.

Intoxicants Not to be Served. to 
Officers or Enlisted Men Even 
in Private Homes in Zones.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The cities 
of Newport, R. I.; Annapolis, Md., and 
Vallejo, Cal., were today ordered to be 
made “ dry” by a stroke of ‘the pen of 
Secretary Daniels. ‘ 
+ The Secretary announced that: he had 
signed a general order establishing a 
dry .zone around the National Academy 
at Annapolis; thé naval training stations 
at Newport, Norfolk; the Great Lakes 
Training Station; the naval operating 
base at Hampton Roads; the navy train- 
ing camp at Mare Island, Vallejo, and 
the marine barracks at Quantico, Va., 
and Paris Island, S. C. 5 

With each of these naval bases and. 
training stations as a centre, an arbi- 


trary circle five miles in radius is to} 


be drawn. The sale or importation of 
intoxicating liquors in all territory 
within these circles is forbidden by or- 
der of the Secretary of the Navy, ap- 
proved by President Wilson, and issued 
under authority of the amendment to 
the act of Congress which gave the 
Government the power to establish dry 
zones around army camps and canton- 
ments. The zones established by the 
navy are around permanent naval sta- 
tions, and are similar to those estab- 
lished by the War Department, except 
that the width of the ‘dry zones”’ to 
be established around the naval sta- 
tions is uniformly five miles, irrespect- 


ive of whether or not an incorporated 
city or town lies within such distance. 


Danger Acute at Newport. 

In announcing the action of the Gov- 
ernment, Secretary paniels issued -a 
statement setting forth the necessity on 
which the order was based, and pointed 
out that ordnance Inspectors at New- 
port had warned the Navy Department 
that unless the liquor menace could be 


eliminated there would be danger that 
intoxication might bring about an ex- 
plosion which would not only surpass 
the eat explosion at Halifax but se- 
riously imperil the war interests of the 
Government.

guests. Secretary Daniels, however, 
hopes that the public at large will re- 
frain from offering to members of the 
naval forces, particularly the younger 
element, any intoxicating liquor, even 
in private homes outside of the “ dry 
zones.”’ 

Nothing contained in the regulations 
is to be construed as prohibiting or re-

Received Many Complaints. 


Discussing the necessity for the new 
regulations, Secretary Daniels said: 

‘*For many months the evils result- 
ing from the presence of intoxicating 
liquor in the vicinity of certain places 
under naval jurisdiction. has been 
brought repeatedly to the attention of 
the department. By various means this 
liquor finds its way into the possession

CALGARIAN SUNK’ 
48 OUT OF 610 LOST 


Former Allan Liner, Employed 
as British Auxiliary, Was Hit 
by Four Torpedoes. 


500 LANDED AT IRISH PORT 


Disaster Occurred on March 1, Near 
Spot Where the Tuscania Was 
Sent to the Bottom. 


LONDON, March 6.—Official an- 
nouncement was made by the Admiralty 
today that the British armed mercan- 
tile cruiser Calgarian was~ torpedoed 
and sunk on March 1. Two officers and 
46 men were lost. There were 610 per- 
sons aboard the ship, according to an 
unofficial report. The Calgarian was 
struck by four torpedoes. 

An Associated Press dispatch from an 
Irish port dated March 4 says: 

‘The people of this town, who a few 
days ago won the gratitude of the 
American people by their kindness to 
the survivors from the Tuscania, have 
extended their hospitality in the last 
few days to nearly 500 men from the 
Calgarian, one of the finest -auxiliary 
cruisers in the Atlantic service. The 
Calgarian was torpedoed in the late 
afternoon, not far from the place where 
the Tuscania met her doom. 

“The ship's bell had just sounded 4 
o’clock when a torpedo struck. The 
sheck was so slight that it was thought 
the vessel had merely touched a mine 
astern. It was hoped to get her safely 
to port. <A considerable time later a 
second torpedo struck’. her;. followed 
quickly by two more. -By ¢his--time 
there were seyeral trawlers 4nd patrol. 
vessels in the vicinity, and the work of 
disembarking the créw was hastened. 
By good fortune the Calgarian remained 
afloat on an even keel for some time, 
notwithstanding the four torpedoes. It 
was possible to take off nearly all the 
crew except men in the,stokeholds and 
others who had been injured by the ex- 
plosions. 

**Most of the rescued men were 
Hot meals and dry 
clothes were provided, and there were 
turned over to them the same beds 
which the Tuscania survivors. had oc- 
cupied a few days before.” 


MONTREAL, March 6. — While the 
British steamship Calgarian had been on 
cruiser duty along North Atlantic trade 
routes virtually since the war began, 
she had also made several special trips 
between England and Halifax with dis- 
tinguished passengers. On one occasion 
she carried Sir Robert Borden, the 
Canadian Prime Minister, and -on an- 
other she brought over the Duke of 
Devonshire, Governor General of Can- 
ada, after taking his predecessor. in 
office, the Duke of Connaught, back to 
Ingland. 

The Calgarian’s navigating officer, 
Captain H. G. Kendal, commanded /the 
Empress of Ireland when she sank after 
@ collision with the Storstad, a collier, 
in the St. Lawrence in 1914. In the 
recent Halifax disaster he had a narrow 
escape from death. It was Captain 
Kendal, who identified the murderer 
Crippen on the steamship Montrose 
when “rippen tried to escape from Eng- 
land on that — which Kendal then 
commanded. 


The Calgarian was a vessél of 17,515 
tong gross, 568 feet long and 70 feet 
beam. She was built in Glasgow in 
3014, 


There are no published records of the 
recent movements of the. Calgarian. 
The last report given out concerning 
the Hner was in April, 1916, when she 
sailed from Halifax for England with 
Canadian troops. 

An unusual circumstance in connection 
with the sinking of the Calgarian is the 
= that she was struck by four tor- 

edoes. So far gas published reports 

have shown, in no previous case has a 
merchantman been subjected to such a 
heavy attack by submarines. Evidently 
the Germans concentrated U-boats to 
make certain the sinking of the liner.

Evjue Defends La Follette. 

Replying to Assemblyman Otto’s state- 
ment that La Follette had never de- 
fended his loyalty, Evjue, a La Follette 
leader, declared the Senator has filed 
three libel suits in Madison, two against 
newspapers and one against the Madi- 
son Club, and was going to make them 
prove their assertions. 

Asserrblyman Thomas interrupted the

. fisted Men Be Trained for 
the Merchant Fleet. ; 


‘AMENABLE CREWS NEEDED 


Says Men Are Latgely Recruited 
Through the Seamen’s Union— 
Competent Officers Necessary’ 


’ Speaking yesterday afternoon before 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce on 
the importance of American shipbuild- 
ing today, Lewis. Nixon,. the _ship- 
builder, .said that while . the hation 
would have a great merchant fleet, 
after the veasels were afloat, it would 
have to face the problem of manning 
them. Without competent officers and 
crews amenable to proper discipline, 
the fleet could not be used to the best 
advantage, declared Mr. Nixon. Touch- 
ing on, submarine warfare, he said that 
** camouflage’ did not. now contribute 
much to the security of a ship, as the 
German submersibles were equipped 
with anew periscope which would re- 
veal a vessel crossing its path in out- 


Ps line, regardless of the coloring. 


**I do not think that this is a time 
for criticism, unless it be , absolutely 
constrictive,” said Mr. Nixon. “The 
man on the inside knows just what 
the conditions are, and there are many 
facts which of necessity cannot be 
made public, 

‘* When legislation was directly in the 
interest of the United States and not 
in the interest of other. countries we 
carried more’ than 90 per cent, of our 
trade- upon the ocean, and I see no 
reason why we should not do so again. 
But there are so many difficulties that 
the men who have laid down our ship- 
building program must meet, that it is 
possible that they may not reach their 
high ambitions . At any rate, we will 
get the best the country can produce. 
We had about 160 shipways in the 
country last year, and now we have 
about 700. 

“ Shipbuilding is an art, and, I think, 
requires a certain amount of prepara- 
tion. But we must have ships if we 
are to win the war. We have com- 
mandeered about 2,600,000 tons of ships 
that were buildin ‘already in the coun- 
try, and, while they will come forth in 
1918, they are not ships that were built 
in 1918. It appears to me that theéfe 
should have been more tank ships in the 
ee program. We should have about 

13,500,000 tons of ships. England, at the 
beginning of of the war, had about 15,000,- 

the United States had 1,000, 000, and 
the Germans 5,000,000. 

‘““We are carrying abroad probably 
400,000 men in a year on German ships 
that were interned here. It is difficult 
for any one to gauge just what this 
oountry can turn out in a year. We have 
been assured that there will be no 
dearth in steel. It is therefore a ques- 
tion of training men and of balancing 
the industrial organization of the coun- 
try in order to train them. To build 
ships you have got to known something 
about the business. Just how is labor 
to be handled? With a full understand- 
ing of my own limitations, I know that 
I could not do a me args at all unless I 
was allowed freedom in building ships 
and in giving piece work if I saw fit. 

‘The eagponestny of carrying into 
the ocean both the lives and commodi- 
ties of a nation is very great. Today 
the men of our merchant fleet are re- 
cruited largely through the Seamen's 
Union and not through the United States 
Government. Instead of being faithful 
and willing they have sometimes refused 
to obey orders. Even when an ordinary 
drill was. ordered on Sunday they have 
demanded an increase in wages. 

‘““We are a good ship-owning nation 
because it is in our blood. Our fleet of 
merchant ships will be tremend6us: But 
we will have t Face the proplens, when 
we get our fleet afloat, of manning the 
vessels. If we are not too much hin- 
dered by public opinion in manning 
them, if we can put competent men on 
them’ as officers, then we can make 
them count. But we have got to have 
them handled autocratically. If the of- 
ficers, in time of stress, have got to 
stop and ask permission of their men 
to do what they know is best, then our 
fleet cannot be used to great advantage. 
In, 1913 I opposed the Seamen’s bill. 
Since its passage you fhhave seen the 
American flag driven off the Pacific 
Ocean. We have 5,000 Germans on the 
ships of the United States today. We 
aneuld man these vessels with enlisted

Thomas P. O'Connor, M. P., who has 
been in this country several months in 
the interest of the home rule movement, 
said last night, in' discussing the death 
of, ohn E. Redmond:

All during the years of the great 
world war he managed to combine in 
greater .degree than-any other Irish- 
man of world.importance devotion to 
the interests of his own land as he saw 
them’ ‘and ungrudging, even militant 
luyalty to Great Britain in her death 
‘gtruggle with the: Teutonic powers. One 
ot the great sorrows of his life was the 
Dublin uprising, and though he did what 
he could to mitigate the fate of those 
who shared in it. -yet he deplored 
ft.as another of those terribly abortive 
efforts. of Ireland which time and again 
had closed to her:the opportunity for 
full national development. 

Redmond’s leadership of. the. ‘Irish 
cause in the House of Commons was a 
natural, almost an inévitable succession 
to the reign of Charles Stewart Parnell, 
In the early days of: Parnell’s' leader- 
ship, it will be remembered, Ireland was 
econvulsed by civil warfare and in those 
days of coercion and defiance Parnell 
aroused a pitch. of fervid love in his 
countrymen which never was vouchsafed 
to the less spectacular Redmond in. the 
more peaceful days of the latter’s lead- 
ership. His first appearance at West- 


fice. But-a subordinate position did not 
suit his tastes, and at the age of 25 he 
got himself elected from the now extinct 
Borough of New Ross. 
oath! on Feb. 2, 1881, and the next day 
began in stcrmy fashion the. career as 
M.’P. that was to endure more than a 
quarter of..a century. in common with 
the rest of. the Irish party he was sus- 
pended on the first day’ of. his appear- 
ance. for disregarding the orders of tthe 
Chair, and the first ‘words. he uttered in 
Parliament: were: ‘‘As I regard the 
whole ¢f these proceedings as unmiti- 
gated depotism,' I refuse to withdraw.” 


His First Important Mission. 


It was during the time of Farnell that 
Redmond was: intrusted with his first 
important. political mission, a visit to 
Australia, and the financial results were 


so satisfactory that already his leader- 
ship was foreshadowed. During the 
Gladstone ‘campaign for home rule 
edmond gained his first prominence as 
an orator, his reasoned, logical, cool 
speeches coming in marked contrast to 
the fiery Irish oratory of the day 
During the stormy days of Parnell’s 
decline and even up tothe death of the 
* Uncrowned . King,’’ Redmond § stood 
steadfastly at. the side of his cnief, 
declining to’ desert when men of greater 
standing were leaving him. When Par- 
nell died, Redmond was appointed lead- 


er of ‘the Parnell band. From then until 


1900 he-fought gallantly and persistently 
for,.a. united Irjsh party, though time 
and again his firm adherence to his own 
eonvictions seemed to be one of the 
greatest excitants to schism. Even 
while his leadership was. derided and 
ridiculed he -persisted in a certain air 
of aleof mastery that. eventually he jus- 
tified. 'The.fight between the Parnell- 
ites and the ‘anti-Parnellites raged 
furiously during, many years both in 
Ireland arid in’ the House of Commons 
=~ during, the battle, over Gladstone’s 

o Bue Tag in 1894. Redmond’'s open 
cantlct * th "other Irish . members 
yi the hopes that many 
charted. for Irish unity. Yet it was 
only seven .years. later . and it was 
without Redmond having deviatéd one 
whit from his own convictions and 
principles that, in 1900. he was elected 
Chairman of.a united Irish Party. 

After that Redmond fought unremit- 
tingly for Home’ Rule. Never daunted 
and never for long discouraged, and 
true to his-Celtic temperament, he dis- 
cerned always some rift .in the clouds, 
even when time after time. the shifting 
political Cortunes of his native land 
made his hope and. hers seem doomed 
to indefinite postponement if not.to final 
tnwarting 


Forced Asquith te a Declaration. 


In 1910 Redmond, if not finally suc- 
cessful, at least ‘came to a position of 
recognized. national and international 
prominence when he was credited with 
forcing Mr. Asquith, then Prime Min- 
ister, to a declaration of policy, which 
was just what Redmond had fought for 
sO many years. British Liberals and 
British democracy were credited, even 
by one-time enemies of the Irish leader 
with owing their salvation to him and 
the Irish Part dines up behind Asquith, 
while all the lish press exclaimed in 
amazement Bs ge edmond’s powers of 
leadership.. Only.a few months before 
Redmond: had come again’ to America, 
as, always in interest of his life: pur- 
pose, and had been met here by fierce 
attacks’ from the- revolutionary party 
and scornful challenging of his leader- 
ship. For the time at least his critics 
on this side of the water were silenced 
by. his triumph six months later.

in London. Redmond: had. married in 
Australia early in his career, and his 
wife had died not long after the birth 
of the couple's children.

MISS WILSON HAS PLAN 
FOR COMMUNITY WORK 
President’s Daughter Asks School 
Board for a Director and a 
Secretary in Each Centre. 


Miss. Margaret Wilson, daughter of

SEEK COVINGTON BANDITS. 


Police Arrest One Man After Three 
Are Killed in. Holdup. 


COVINGTON, Ky., March 6.—With 
one bandit dead and a suspected man 
in custody, the police of three cities, 
Covington.and Newport, Ky., and Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, today were searching’ the 
riverfront for the third member of the 
band which held up a meeting of the 
Ninth Ward Building’ Association of 
Covington last night and killed two of 
the Directors and wounded a third, the 
latter the Chief of Police of Covington. 
One of the bandits was killed by Chief 
Klumper after he had shot down. the 
two Directors, Andrew Nordmeyer, 63 
years old, and John’ Rehm, 83. Nord- 
meyer was President of the association. 

The bandit who was slain was iden- 
tified later as a teamster living in the 
East End of Cincinnati, and known as 
“ Zeke ’’.Moran.. He had a police rec- 


ord of minor offenses. Pat Kearney 
was arrested this morning with Edward 
WeHman of Cincinnati on information 
furnished by Vernon Corbin, a chauf- 





feur, who was taken into custody soon 


after the holdup. Corbin said he drove 
the three men to the saloon of J. BK. 
Haack, at Twelfth and Russell Streets, 
Covington. ‘The Directors were holding 
their meeting in the rear of the saloon. 
Soon after the men entered, Corbin 
said, he heard a fusillade of, shots, and 
two’ of. his fares ran out and at- the 
point of a revolver forced him to drive 
them away from the scene. Kearney, 
the police .6ay,.has a criminal record 
and is wanted on numerous charges. 
Corbin identified him as one of his 
passengers. 

The six Directors of the association 
had just been called‘ to order by ‘Presi- 
dent Nordmeyer when the three bandits 
leaped: into the room and with drawn 
revolvers. demanded. about $2,500 which 
was on the table. Rehm, attempted. to 
hide the cash box and was shot d 
The other Directors made. a wild rush 
for safety, as all three of the robbers 
had opened: fire and Nordmeyer fell 
dead into the arms of his son. 

When the bandits dashed from the 
place they ‘shot’ their’ way through the 
crowd in front, attracted by the shoot- 
ing, .to their automobile. Immediate 
pursuit was discouraged by a’ rain of 
bullets, but no .one ‘was injured in the 
shooting outside: the building. . The .rob- 
bers, it-is said, obtained ‘less than ‘half 
of the-money on the table.

Dwight P. Robinson, President’ of the 
corporation, declared that the progress 
toward’ shipbuilding. was’ being injured 
by the criticisms which he said were 
leveled against men doing their best to 
put ships onthe seas. He said‘ there had 
been on exorbitant salaries paid and 
no undue. waste, and every action by the 
corporation had the sanction of the Gov- 
ernment. 

This led Senator Vardaman tu suggest 
that it might be wise for the Govern- 
ment to cancel the contract with the 
corporation and ~build the. ships. itself. 
There was no rejoinder from Mr. Rob- 
inson, and members of the committee 
who apparently had. favored Govern- 
ment ownership were silent. 

Shortly after that the committee went 
into executive session on motion of Sen- 
ator Vardaman. The latter then in- 
sisted that the committee go thoroughly 
into the contract and summon Rear Ad- 
miral Washington Lee Capps, formerly 
General Manager of: the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, and the Government 
officials who were responsible for the 
contract. Senator Vardaman declared 
later that\he would demand that all the 
ramifications of the deal be shown. 


Disposition of Contract.

GREAT POOL. IN OIL 
GOVERNMENT'S AIM 


Fields to be Left in Hands of 
Present Owners Under Ten- 
tative Plan. 


Following a three days’ conference in 
this city wfth representatives of the oil 
industry of the United States, Mark L. 
Requa, director of the Oil Division of 
the Federal Fuel Administration, said 
yesterday that there was no shortage of 
petroleum for “immediate. needs. He 
said the chief problem at this time was 
increased. production, since there was 
plenty of oil in this country to last dur- 
ing the period of thé war, while, not 
less important, was the problem of ‘100 
per cent, transportation.” 

» Mr. Requa .made the positive state- 
ment that ‘the Government did not con- 
template at this time taking over the 
oil fields, since; it was. believed .that 
the best results| could be obtained by 
continuing the present owners in charge 
of their properties. He intimated that 
there would be a general ‘“‘pooling’’ of 
all facilities of the oil industry, in- 
cluding transportation by land and sea. 
In other words, Standard .Oil cars and 
‘tankers, along with other -appurte- 
nances, would be put to a common use, 
whether the products to be carried were 
those of the ‘Rockefeller interests or 
those. of independents.

The novel feature of the Hanover 
Bank’s plan is that the American of- 
ficer or private is not obliged to carry 
a letter of credit, of the character is- 
sued by other. institutions which have 
offered banking facilities to the men 
abroad. 


F. S. O’NEIL, LAWYER, SUED. 


Relatives of Drafted Men Demand 
Return of $2,550 ‘Paid Him. 


Frank S. O’Neil, lawyer, and: former
